Barry's phone number is (573) 724-6715. | spoke with Barry about the environmental concern we received 
regarding the demolition of the old welfare building that was more recently some apartment buildings. Barry told me that he believed the address of this 
building was 309 Highland Avenue. | thanked Barry for his time and went to take a look at the address that was given to me. 


Arriving at 309 Highland Avenue, | could see that half of a building was demolished and debris was just lying around where that half of the building once 
stood. | did not notice any outstanding potential ACM in the debris. There was a yellow John Deere 135G Mid-Size Excavator next to the building, but no 
one was around while | was there. | took some photographs and left the area. 


On November 16, 2022, | called the demolition contractor (Howard Prater) of a project (D11122-2022) that took place at the beginning of 2022 at 310 
Highland Aveune in Caruthersville thinking he may have some information. Mr. Prater told me that he had no involvement with anything going on at 309 
Highland Avenue, but that he was aware that Southern Tree Care had some involvement with it. | thanked Mr. Prater for his time and information. 


| did some research and found that Brian McCloud runs Southern Tree Care. | found his phone number on a Facebook page and gave him a call on the 
same day, November 16, 2022. Mr. McCloud informed me that he is the one that is demolishing the building. He informed me that the building has 
burned several times and that someone had gutted the inside. He said that he demolished the first half due to the walls bowing out and it being a safety 
concern. Half of the building is demolished, but half still stands. Brian told me that he started the demolition on Monday, November 7, 2022 and that it will 
probably two or two and a half weeks before he begins the second half of the demolition.

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Concern No. 51711 Concern Info CP states | have a concern about the farm operation (Woolverton Farms) (Jake & Joe Woolverton) Located on the end of 
West Railroad Street here in Gideon Mo. | woke up this morning to a cloud of thick black smoke from them burning item in a 
pit behind the concrete wall on their property. My concern is this smoke from the 5 loads of tires he hauled in and dumped 
behind the wall back in the summer or is this chemical container being burnt. 


| have also noticed that his diesel fuel tank has not been put inside of a concrete retaining wall yet and he has been over a 
year at this location. If this tank were to leak or turn over, it would send diesel fuel down a small ditch that would runs right 
behind the nursing home here in Gideon as well as a residential Neighborhood. 

And the last thing is | have reason to believe that they have cleaned or washed their spray cycle tanks out and the Dicamba or 
the generic form of Dicamba that they used this summer vaporized and has done damaged to some of our trees, | noticed 
back in the summer that after they had cleaned the tanks out that the tree leaves started to cup up on serval of the trees. After 
doing some research | finally realized that it was from the vaporizing of the chemical and not the dry conditions. 
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Comments assisted Jesse Evans with this concern as part of a joint investigation between the Air Pollution Control Program and Solid Waste Program. We arrived at 


Woolverton Farms at approximately 10:15 AM on November 14, 2022. We drove around the neighboring streets of the farm looking for any signs of open 
burning or tires, as was listed in the concern form. We saw no active signs of open burning, but we did see a large pile of tires at the south side of the farm 
behind a large cement wall. 


We drove onto the farm in hopes of finding Jake or Joe Woolverton. We spoke to a Mr. Peter Leroux and Grant St. Cin who worked for the farm. We 
explained our reason for the visit and both gentlemen informed us that no tires are burned here, nor are any chemicals. They explained that they do have 
several tires and aren't really sure where they all come from, but they do not burn them. The two men gave us Jake Woolverton's phone number. Jesse 
Evans gave the gentlemen several fact sheets, including PUB2047 - Facts on Open Burning Under Missouri Regulations, and we left to give Jake a call. 


We called Jake from the front of the property and arranged to meet him at the farm as soon as possible to discuss the concern. Jake met us at the front of 
the property approximately 30 minutes after our phone call. Jake took us back to the large cement wall where the tires were piled up. There were quite a 
few tires piled up varying in size from passenger car tires to large tractor tires. On our way back to the south side of the farm, Jesse and | did not observe 
any signs of there being anything open burned. Judging from Google Maps, it looked as if there used to be a large building on the farm that was either 
demolished or destroyed and now served as a large concrete pad to store everything from scrap metal to farm equipment. 


Jesse went on to explain to Jake Woolverton about the scrap tire regulation. He provided him with several fact sheets, again including PUB2047 - Facts on 
Open Burning Under Missouri Regulations. From an air pollution standpoint, neither one of us were able to identify any signs of open burning. Jake 
admitted to sometimes burning some cardboard and questioned us about the possibilty of burning some pallets. We advised Jake to stray away from 
burning pallets as they are most likely treated and therefore illegal to burn.

It had been creeping into my 
vents and was permeating inside of my home. | started to have a headache and challenges breathing. | have asthma and felt 
it best to ask the neighbor (Solomon Cornelius) who just closed escrow on the home (319 Alton Rd, Thayer MO) that same 
day and was there doing the cutting and burning if he could use the blower that he had there to blow the smoke away from my 
home. He said no and refused to put out the fire or get the smoke to blow away from my house and vents just 10 or 20 feet 
away from his burning fire. Solomon Cornelius has been buying up several properties now around my home (319 Alton Road 
this week, 316 Alton Rd several months ago and 321/323/325/327? Alton Rd just a couple months back or so. We have spoke 
a number of times. | am not certain why he thought it was ok to burn a fire so close to my house even if it was on the property 
he just purchased. He could have easily burned the leaves, limbs and branches on the other side of his property especially 
since the wind was blowing in the direction it was, and he should have. | am curious if it is ok to send poison or other 
hazardous fumes or smoke off of their property in such a way that it goes into the home of a neighbor. | don't believe it should 
be lawful. If it is in fact illegal to allow smoke from a fire on your property to enter your neighbors home please assist in 
bringing charges for this occurrence and if not please change the law immediately as this is not something that should be 
permitted in any state.

Comments _ arrived in Fruitland on November 22, 2022 at approximately 12:15 PM. | pulled over on the shoulder of the southbound lane of Highway 61 adjacent to 
Base Rock Minerals. | observed the Base Rock Minerals site for several minutes in search of any potential dust emissions. | noticed that the haul roads 
must have just been watered seeing as they were still adequately wet. | could see no dust emissions from the quarry. There is also a concrete plant and 
asphalt plant at the front of the Base Rock Minerals property. | saw some emissions from the asphalt plant, but not enough to be a violation. 


| went inside the quarry office and met with Greg Berry (Managing Director) and Mitch Donze (Quality Control) and spoke with them for a while about the 
concern the Department had received. | asked Greg and Mitch if they could recall any recent malfunctions that may have constituted a large amount of 
dust. Neither of them could recall any malfunctions. | was then informed that on the previous day, November 21, 2022 around 3:30 PM, they shut off the 
water lines to blow them out while the plant was still operating. There had been some recent freezing temperatures and they needed to clear the water 
lines, but by doing so while the plant was still operating, it caused a lot of dust. As Greg and Mitch described, this only lasted about 15 minutes before 
they stopped clearing the water lines to minimize the dust. 


This act was the only thing they could think of that would have caused a concern on November 21, 2022. Apart from clearing the lines, Greg and Mitch 
told me that the quarry had almost no emissions that day.

St. Louis Regional Office and other regulatory agencies since 2012, and these concerns have been found by multiple 


agencies and investigators to be invalid. 
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Comments On June 18, 2012, Mr. Johnson reported to the EPA that he smelled acetone and chlorine around his home. He indicated that he believed the odor was 
caused by his neighbor, who was trying to poison his dogs. He alleged that he had found dead squirrels around his home. He claimed to have placed test 
strips around his home that indicated the presence of chlorine. The concern was forwarded from the EPA to SLRO. Kevin Arnold with SLRO investigated 
the concern. He met with Mr. Johnson. He did not note any unusual odors at Mr. Johnson's house or around the neighbor's house, and did not find any 
visual signs that chemicals were being sprayed. He did not find any industrial sources around the residence that could be emitting odor. 


On July 2, 2014, SLRO received a second concern from Mr. Johnson, again alleging that odors (described as sulfur, rotten eggs, or insecticides) were 
being sprayed by his neighbor, and were causing respiratory issues in himself and his dogs. At this time, the alleged neighbor was Ben Alexander at 8932 
Berkay Avenue, the house immediately next to Mr. Johnson's. Kevin Arnold contact Kathrina Donegan of the St. Louis County APCP at this time, and 
learned that Mr. Johnson has been contacting them regularly for several years. St. Louis APCP had conducted several investigations and found no 
evidence or validity to the concern. Mr. Johnson was advised to contact the police department or fire department in the future. 


On February 2, 2015, SLRO received a third call from Mr. Johnson regarding sulfur odors and respiratory problems. John Mullen of SLRO investigated the 
concern. Mr. Mullen reviewed the area for any potential sources that DNR could regulate. He visited Jennings High School, which is two blocks north of the 
concerned party's residence. He did not find any odors, or potential sources of odors at the high school. He spoke with a neighbor at 8929 Whitstone Court 
to the east of Mr. Johnson and the resident there said they have not noticed any sulfur/acetone odors. Mr. Mullen visited Mr. Johnson and toured his home 
and his yard, and did not notice any odors. No action was taken as no potential sources of odor were identified. 


On June 29, 2016, SLRO received a fourth call from Mr. Johnson regarding a strong chemical/insecticide odor. Tom Sims took the concern call. When Mr. 
Sims explained that we have investigated this concern several times and have not identified any potential sources that we could regulate, Mr. Johnson 
denied having called our office in the past, and 'seemed to become agitated' when it was suggested that he contact the police, as the odor could be coming 
from an illicit drug manufacturing operation. Mr. Sims offered to contact local police and fire agencies to report the odor, but Mr. Johnson expressed that he 
did not want police coming to his property and told him not to refer the concern. 
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On May 17, 2021, SLRO received an anonymous concern forwarded from Environmental Emergency Response, alleging that an anhydrous ammonia 
odor was being released onto the property at 8926 Berkay Ave (Mr. Jonson's property) from an unknown source. SLRO referred the concern to St. Louis 
County APCP. Jeremy Rogus, Supervisor of St. Louis APCP, responded that they have investigated this concern thoroughly over the years and have 
found no validity to the concern. Additionally, he told us that the resident should be considered dangerous. He said that the police consider him 
dangerous and advised us not to go to the property to investigate, even with a police escort. Later on, we learned that Mr. Johnson recently visited St. 
Louis County offices without prior appointment and was told that no one was available to take or address his concern. Mr. Johnson refused to leave the 
office and was police involvement was necessary.
